In these liberal pursuits we pössess also the 
teatous and indefatigabie aid of Liieut, Colo- 
nel Mackenzie, Chief Hugineer of the Madras 
Establishment, whosesigeal and extraordinary 
powers of collecting, preserving, and digesta 
ing useful and interesting information, in every 
branch of knowledge, but more particularly 
in researches connected with the history, ane 
tiquities, religion, waaners aud occupations 
of the countries submitted to his observations,

Mr. Horsfield, a native of the United 
States of America, deeply conversant in Natural 
Knowlertge, has already collected great stores 
of information, daringa residence of several 
years, in Java, under the patronage, and, in.

This able observer and 
respectable gentleman, has transferred to the 
British Government, the storos of knowledge 
already collected, and has engaged his future 
labours in the same philosophical pursuits, 
under our protection.

Let me, therofdre, confine myself to res 
marking (he aggravation which seemed to 
enhance cur loss by the peculiar moment and 
occasion bf his death. 

F need not remiud those who kear me, cf 
the zeal he had ieng voerished, for exploriug, 
if L may ùse that parase, the Phiiotogy of 
the moru Baäterd rezions of Asia; of the ärst 
steps he had already made in the presecation 
of that purpose, by the construction atd dif. 
fusion of Vocabulaties, bat above ail, by 
methodizing and reductug into system, the 
classification of the various Languages spoken 
on the continent; intermodsate between India: 
and China, the various kingdors and districts 
of which, as they reede from each of those 
extreme points, appear; with some relation to 
their local approximatidi, er to historical af= 
finities, gradually to have biended and assimie 
lated their respective lsanguages, into come 
pound dislects, partaking of both the distinct 
aad primitive Tongues. 

In like manner, Dr. Leydert proposed to 
establish some principle, already, perbaps, 
tonceived in his mind, but to be verifted as he 
proceeded, for governing his investigation of 
the numerous Tougtes and dialects of the 
Eastern Archipelago. 

When public events opportunely opened 


‘to him the prospect of pursuing these Fa. 


vourite projects of science, in person, on the 
very field of his euguiries, and with every 
advantage and facility that auspicious fortune 
tould provide, itis not difficult to conceive 
both the interest and the hope, with which 
those who witnessed his ardour, and approved 
ils object, contemplated the promising issue 
of these ingenuvus labours. Those greatful 
sentiments, alas ! are now to be supplied by 
regret at the sudden and total disappointment 
of his extensive and vigorous design, by 
Sorrow for the man, and by veneratiou for the 
genius and virtues which now sleep on the very 
theatre of their intended energies. 

Fo this just, and sitting where T do, this 
authorized tribute to the literary merits of 
Dr. Leyden, { must yet add a personal testie 
mony, prompted by personal experience, to 
virtues of a higher class, neither connected 
strictly with the talents and toils of a Student, 
hor so aniformly the companions of learned re. 
putation as it would be natural, perhaps, to 
wish and to expect, But L speak it in the 
Presence of mauy who can attest it with 
myself, that founder as he was of lis own 
fortuunes and reputation, and climbing by ma. 
ny laborious steps, frei the lowest stage of 
social hfe to an eminense which Many Can- 
not even maintain, though placed yet higher by 
their birth ; no man, whatever his condition or 
degree might be, ever possessed a mind so en- 
tirely exempt from every sordid passion, so 
negligent of fortune ait all its grovelling 
Pursuits, in a word so entirely disinterested, 
nor ever owned a spirit more ürmiy and nobly 
independent. Ispcak of these things with 
some kuo wleilge, and wish to record a 
competcut testimeny to the fact, that within 


my experience, Dr, Leyden never it ans 
iistance, solicited an onject of persone 
irtevest, nor, as E believe, ever interruptad h 
higher pursuits to waste a mourent’s thoug 
on these minur câres.
